effect on the bidding. As Larry Ensor, 
Fasig-Tipton's general manager, said: "The 
only people who got here were the ones who 
really wanted to buy horses. The fringe 
crowd stayed home. There wasn't a great 
deal of socializing. It was all strictly busi¬ 
ness." 

Broodmares, stallions and stallion shares 
were sold on opening night. The second ses¬ 
sion was limited to yearlings, horses of rac¬ 
ing age and three broodmares which had 
been catalogued for opening night but were 
delayed in arriving because of the storm. 


The sale's two top-priced horses were both 
from the Pennyacres group — a broodmare 
bringing $31,000 on opening night and a 
yearling selling for $26,000 on the second 
night. Pennyacres had an average price of 
$9,713. 

Average for the 227 horses sold during the 
two nights was $4,059. Last year's average 
was $3,526. The gross receipts increased by 
nearly 6 per cent over 1977, this year's sale 
total being $921,400 compared to $872,700 in 
1977. 

Originally scheduled for February 6 and 7 
(a Monday and Tuesday), the auction was 



Despite a crippling snowstorm which 
caused a one-day postponement, the Mary¬ 
land Winter Mixed Sale set new records this 
month in what was generally regarded as 
one of the strongest auctions held at 
Timonium in recent years. 

With 21 horses selling for $10,000 or more, 
the average price exceeded by nearly 14 per 
cent the 1977 sale which had set the previous 
record last year. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jim Lewis's Pennyacres 
Farm was the sale's top consignor, selling 16 
head as either owner or agent for $155,400. 
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In addition to the Pennyacres sales top¬ 
pers, there were nine others which brought 
$16,000 or more.

($20,000), Maidstone Farm's ^Frangipani II 
($19,000), Glenstone Farm's News Leak 
($19,000), Charles Stancer's Pousse Cafe 
($17,700), Gardiner Farm's Snoopstep 
($16,500), Newstead Farm's yearling Bold 
Legend — Trying filly ($16,100), Preston 
Burch's Belle of Virginia ($16,000) and Pen¬ 
nyacres Farm's Pussy Quillo ($16,000). 


Leatherbury, trainer of Thirty Paces and Ten

31 Horses 
Bound For 
New Mexico

A little man with a big smile and a letter of 
credit slipped into town this month from 
Hondo, N. M., and took back 31 horses to 
his home on the range. 

The roundup occurred at the Maryland 
Winter Mixed Sale, held February 7-8 in the 
Timonium Sales Pavilion. Cries of "head 'em 
up, move 'em out" echoed up and down 
York road. 

"The first sales slip we got was signed 
'F. S. Toke Nelson,' and they kept on com¬ 
ing," said Snowden Carter, general manager 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 
"We could barely decipher the name. 
Everyone wanted to know who he was." 

Before the two-day auction was over. Nel¬ 
son, a 50-year-old bloodstock agent and 
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former editor of the Western Racing News¬ 
magazine, had bought 26 broodmares, four 2 
and 3-year-old fillies and a yearling colt. 

Total cost of the package: $60,300. 

'This makes about 400 mares that I've 
bought since November," Nelson said. 

The mass buying spree was backed by 
Iowa-born businessman Forrest Niccum, 
who purchased the 480-acre Rose Ranch in 
Hondo last fall. 

The place came stocked with 13 Thor¬ 
oughbred stallions. Nelson was enlisted to 
find them some female companionship. 

"What we plan to do is have our own sale 
next fall (managed by Fasig-Tipton)," the 
fast-talking agent said. "We're renaming the 
ranch Hondo and all the foals will have the 
Hondo prefix in their names. In a few years 
the market will be glutted with little Hondos. 

"I think Maryland and Virginia-bred 
horses are about the toughest ones running. 
I go to Kentucky and Florida to sell, but come 
to Maryland to buy. It's my fourth trip and I 
always come away with what I think is bar¬ 
gain quality stock." 

The equine harem that Nelson selected 
consisted of all types of mares. The only pre¬ 
requisite was for Nelson to think he could 
eventually re-sell them and their offspring 
and make money. 

Some mares were barren, some maidens, 
some carrying foals by such Maryland stal¬ 
lions as Wise Exchange, Big Brave, Aristocra¬ 
tic and Exceedingly. All the sires will be the 
fathers of their first New Mexican-breds 
come spring. 

The highest price Nelson paid was $9,200 
for Marie's Pleasure, a barren mare sold by 
Peter Jay. The cheapest? $300 for 17-year-old 
*Black Angel II. 

The only problem Nelson encountered 
was just how to get the critters home. 

The vans he had contracted to take the 
animals to New Mexico were snowbound in 
Massachusetts, which was declared in a 
"state of emergency" because of a mid¬ 
winter blizzard. Finally a local company was

lined up to ship the horses at an estimated 
cost of $6,000. 

"The trip should take about 42 hours," 
Nelson said before leaving. "We'll go 
straight through on three vans. I'll hire a 
person to ride in each truck to keep the 
horses watered and fed. 

"I've found that the quicker horses get to 
where they're going, the better. Race horses 
are different. With them you should stop 
every 550 to 600 miles and walk them." 

Before his departure. Nelson received 
some immediate returns on his investments. 

Two previously unraced horses, foals of 
two mares he purchased in the sale, 
strengthened their dams' produce records by 
winning their first starts at Bowie. One seller 
phoned Nelson and offered him a profit on 
the mare Milk and Honey. Her colt. Prince of 
Israel, had just won a maiden allowance race 
in impressive fashion. 

Nelson refused. "It just goes to show 
you," he said, chuckling. "We know what 
we're doing when we come East to steal your 
mares." □

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y/ Beagling? You say you're a beagler?" 
That's the usual incredulous response after I 
answer the question, "What have you been 
doing lately?" 

Beagling is time-consuming, exhilarating, 
rugged, dirty, wet and either hot or cold, 
depending upon the time of year. It's also 
exhausting, frustrating, rewarding and 
probably the best physical fitness program 
going. 

Five miles on foot is nothing. Briars, creek 
crossings, fence climbing, log balancing, 
highway patrol and ducking a few shotgun 
pellets are all part of the game. 

But not the most important part. 

The hounds themselves are the real sport. 
Everything else is a fringe benefit. 

My own participation is as an honorary 
whipper-in for the Middletown Valley Hunt 
beagle pack. Our pack (which consists exclu¬ 
sively of bitches) is comprised mostly of 15- 
inch black backs and tri-colors. Actually, our 
plan was to hunt only a 15-inch pack, but 
when the puppies grow up and don't make 
15 inches, what do you do with them? We 


kept them. That's why we have a few 13-inch 
(the measurement is at the shoulder) ladies 
— Dodie, Frolic and Delia. Who would have 
the heart to weed out those little girls? 

Of course, purists (like joint-MBH Jim 
Farber) regard 13-inch hounds the way 
Randy Newman feels about short people. 
But after Jim returned to his State Depart¬ 
ment assignment in South Africa, the other 
joint-Master, Warren Browning, reinstated 
the smaller hounds. Warren, obviously a 
short people lover, adds that if the time ever 
comes when the 13-inchers are excluded 
permanently, he will take them to his farm in 
Sharpsburg and start another pack. 

Our reason for maintaining only bitches is 
one of accommodations. We simply don't 
have the facilities for both sexes. So we had 
to choose a sex. Our decision was bitches. 
What do we do with our male puppies? We 
give them to beaglers who maintain dog 
packs. 

What is beagling? 

Sue Moran (center), honorary huntsman 
of the Middletown Valley Hunt beagle pack, 
is assisted by whip Fred Peterson 
and honorary whipper-in Cissy Finley. 
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Unlike foxhunting, it isn't even mentioned 
in the dictionary. In effect, it is rabbit hunt¬ 
ing, on foot, with a short-legged hound. The 
National Beagle Club of America lists 23 rec¬ 
ognized packs in the United States, by far the 
largest number of them on the east coast. 

The Highland Paddocks Beagles, a private 
pack located in Sonoita, Arizona, is the only 
one listed in the western part of the country. 
About a half-dozen packs are in the mid¬ 
west, but the sport is biggest in Maryland, 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, New York, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, New Jersey and Connecticut. 


The Middletown Valley pack was or¬ 
ganized in 1972 and recognized the following 
year. Only in the past three years have I been 
involved. 

For a good Irishman, you might call it the 
wearin' o' the green, because beaglers wear 
green harrier jackets with their hunt colors 
instead of the scarlet hunting pinks of the 
foxhunters. The green coats, plus white duck 
pants and Bean boots are usual attire for a 
working hunt day. 

Hunting on foot is a plus. Never have I 
gotten cold. You move too fast and too far to

even think about getting cold, and I am one 
who sometimes freezes at the first frost. 

The Middletown Valley Hunt country, lo¬ 
cated at the base of South Mountain in Fred¬ 
erick county, is rough terrain for foot hunt¬ 
ing. Briars grow profusely. They snag, 
scratch, gouge and poke at every inch of the 
body. My daughter, Lyne Morgan, also an 
honorary whipper-in, was given a pair of 
briar clippers in a leather carrier for Christ¬ 
mas. It was her most cherished gift. 

Sue Moran, wife of joint-MFH Richard 
Moran of the MVH foxhounds, is the honor¬ 
ary huntsman, and a very fine one. Jim 
Farber hunted the hounds during his state¬ 
side visit and also showed us excellent sport. 
Fred Peterson, a regular whipper-in, and 
Don Griffin, who was just recently invited to 
wear the colors as a whip, complete the staff. 

They are the diehards, who seldom miss a 
hunt. Unfortunately, joint-MBH Browning 
has been unable to go with the pack for most 
of the season because of flu and business 
pressures. 

While the foxhunters look on wistfully, 
unable to hunt because of treacherous mid¬ 
winter footing, we pack up our girls and 
head down the clubhouse lane. Or, for a 
change, we hitch up the hound trailer to Fred 
Peterson's pickup truck and van to a new 
location. 

It was just such an occasion in late De¬ 
cember when we decided on a trip to 
Burkittsville for a Thursday afternoon hunt. 
Cold? You could see blue smoke when you 
breathed, and the wind was sharp. 

Only three of us — Sue Moran, Fred Peter¬ 
son and I — were out for the afternoon, so we 
maintained a tight pack until Sue cast 
hounds into a wooded, stream-bound area. 
They struck immediately and ran steadily 
through the woods, into the open and back 
into the woods again. We came across ruins 
of an old mill and what was once a stately 
stone house. I found a dead cow in a creek 
and we flushed innumerable coveys of quail. 
All the while, hounds were running, or 
would den and strike again. 

The sun went down all too soon and we 
were forced to collect hounds and head back 
to the truck, congratulating ourselves on 
another fine day of sport. 


We packed up, counted noses and started 
walking. It's really quite difficult to count 20 
noses when they are all packed in, but we 
were satisfied we had everybody. 

Just as we reached the truck and, in fact, 
had loaded half the pack. Prudence, a red 
hound, gave tongue and lit out. With only 
the three of us, it was next to impossible to 
check them. Actually, Fred and I were the 
only ones who could, because Susan was 
busy holding back hounds in the trailer. 
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None of us viewed. All that we saw was 
half of our pack rapidly disappearing. Susan 
and I raced after them, leaving Fred to watch 
over the hound truck. Those left behind were 
pretty angry. Susan and I finally recovered 
our hounds and again loaded up. This time 
the three of us counted (repeatedly) only 19 
noses. By process of elimination, we realized 
it was Bella, my favorite, who was missing. 

Once again, Susan and I started out, she 
blowing the horn, I yelling for Bella. She 
went one direction, I another. After about a 
half-hour, with darkness settling fast, we 
called it quits. In the interim, the hounds in 
the truck got fiesty and Fred had to let some 
out to break up a fight. "I thought I had Bella 
coming in when I saw the first hound coming 
to the horn," Susan later laughed. 

Again, we collected and loaded. This time 
we went to a neighboring farm house and 
reported our loss. "Please call the clubhouse 
if you see Bella," we begged. The sympathe¬ 
tic family, who had beagles of their own, said 
they would. 

Morosely we headed home feeling a sense 
of loss. By then, it was dark and we wanted 
to kennel up. Fred backed the truck into the 
kennel yard and we opened the gates. About 
ten hounds piled out before I was able to yell, 
"Here comes Bella." Apparently she had 
been curled up in the trailer, snuggled in a 
corner, when we counted noses. (It was also 
probably she who started the ruckus in the 
truck, trying to get out when she heard Sue 
and me calling her name.) 

One of the most exciting things about 
hunting beagles and working so closely with 
the hounds is listening to their noses when 
they are hard at work. "They are like vacuum 
cleaners," Warren Browning observes. Polly 
and Relic, two of our old girls, are often the 
first to strike. It is really a thrill when a puppy 
opens for the first time and you know all the 
hours of patient training have finally gotten 
through. 

This was the case with Peaches. 

Fred, Lyne and I were the only ones hunt¬ 
ing and things had gone badly for about an

hour. Absolutely no action, and hounds 
were not working too well. I was hunting 
them in Susan's absence, and we had 
crossed several fields and were working a 
fence line and cornfield, with plenty of open 
space. Hounds were quite interested and we 
were hunting them slowly. With only three 
of us, Fred and Lyne were out front whip¬ 
ping them back to me whenever they started 
traveling too fast or too recklessly. 

We watched as they continually worked 
the ice-covered cornfield, every nose to the 
ground, every one intent. About 15 minutes 
passed before I saw, out of the corner of my 
eye, a slight movement that wasn't a hound. 
Peaches gave tongue simultaneously. She 
had ferreted out the biggest bunny since 
Peter Rabbit. He ran within three feet of my 
boots with Peaches nipping his cottontail. 
We all viewed and watched the chase for a 
full minute before he ducked into some 
woods. We later blew him to ground where 
hounds were digging into his burrow when 
we caught up. After that we had repeated 
chases and excellent hound work until sun¬ 
set after getting off to a slow start. 

It is days like that which make it all worth¬ 
while. 

There's a friendly rivalry at Middletown 
Valley Hunt between foxhunters and beag- 
lers. Often during the summer when we 
walked our bitch pack and the foxhunters 
had their dog pack out, the foxhounds broke 
away and joined us. We giggled up our 
sleeves when an irate joint-MFH Bob Mona¬ 
han or whipper-in Randy Medd came over to 
separate their dog hounds from our well- 
behaved ladies. There was one fellow 
(Rufus) who deserted his group and hunted 
with our beagles. Rufus is a lovely, huge 
Crossbred, and didn't seem to mind how 
utterly ridiculous he looked lurking about 
with the beagles. (We later accused him of 
getting Delicate into a most indelicate condi¬ 
tion.) 

Nevertheless, when the foxhunters need 
the beaglers we are always on call and vice 
versa. Such a time occurred on a Sunday in 
January. 

It was raining, but not too cold. In fact, it 
was that strange January day when the tem¬ 
perature started out in the 20's, rose to the 
60's and fell into the teens in a 24-hour

period. Fortunately for us, the afternoon 
grew warmer as it got wetter. 

We had had some excellent chases. Susan 
was hunting; Don Griffin, Lyne and I were 
whipping. Fred had slipped on the ice and 
hurt his knee so he had a day off. A field of 
about ten were following, as they often do on 
a Sunday hunt. 

We had all viewed a husky rabbit several 
times. He would dart in and out of a wooded 
area, head for a clearing and then start all 
over again. In short, he was giving our 
hounds a fit, but they were working tena¬ 
ciously. Knowing the way hounds usually 
travel in that particular area, I flanked off to 
the left a good distance away from the work¬ 
ing pack, listening as they worked closer to¬ 
ward me. But then all hell suddenly broke 
loose. They gave sudden tongue with Pru¬ 
dence in the lead and left so fast we were 
stunned. No one viewed anything. We just 
heard. 

Our hounds were flying, and we all knew 
we had no rabbits around Middletown Val¬ 
ley who traveled that fast. I was way behind, 
having been caught in left field to begin with. 
Don was in the best position. He saw them 
cross an open field in full cry, but no prey. He 
kept going. When I caught up with Susan I 
found her leaning against a tree. She had 
fallen in a creek and hit her knee on a rock. 
She had given Lyne her hunting horn with 
instructions to keep going. 

Fortunately, about this time Endicott 
(Chub) Peabody came up, riding a horse. He 
had been to a hunt committee meeting in the 
clubhouse and thought it would be fun to 
catch up with the beaglers. Right behind 
him, also astride, were Val Hougen and Dick 
Moran. 

Sue refused a horse and trudged on 
slowly. I kept her in sight, but stayed several 
fields ahead. Hounds had crossed one road 
and were headed toward a major highway. 

Knowing we were in for a long chase, 
Moran and Hougen headed back to the 
clubhouse for the hound trailer and their 
cars. An hour later I finally caught up with 
Lyne, who was holding six couple on the 
side of Route 17. She called, as I was scram¬ 
bling down a 20-foot incline, that a hound 
was hurt. They could hear her crying. Chub, 
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who had ridden around plowed fields and 
barbed wire for several miles, arrived. I ran 
over to a creek bank where Honey was howl¬ 
ing. Her foot was caught in a leg hold trap. 

Jumping into the knee-deep creek, I grab¬ 
bed Honey and tore the trap out of the brush. 
At this point, Don arrived on the scene and 
said the rest of the pack was still running 
about a mile away. Chub, holding his horse, 
and Don released Honey's foot from the 
trap, only to catch my finger in it. Believe me, 
it isn't a comfortable arrangement. Honey's 
foot wasn't broken, but she was one scared 
pup. If we hadn't been fortunate enough 
to have found her she would have died 
overnight. 

Shortly thereafter, Susan came hobbling 
over the hill and we hiked a short distance up 
Route 17 with half a pack. Two of the field, 
Squeaky Griffin and Allison Koerper, actu¬ 
ally found us. With their help, Susan held 
half the pack while Lyne and I went looking 
for Don who was doing his best to keep up 
with the hunting hounds. We struggled 
across a field with mud up to our ankles and 
entered a pine grove which unfolded down a 
steep incline into a creek. It was here we 
finally collected the rest of the hounds, but 
only after reinforcements in the form of 
foxhunters came to our rescue. Dick and Val 
helped bring in the last of the hounds. 

Seeing the foxhunters' cars as we trudged 
over the last muddy field was indeed a wel¬ 
come sight. We were a good ten miles from 
the clubhouse and one look at Lyne revealed 
she wasn't feeling up to snuff. (In fact, she 
had a raging fever and later spent ten days in 
bed with flu.) Dr. Bud Horstman arrived to 
examine Susan's knee. He pronounced it 
only bruised and swollen. 

Later in the clubhouse with a warm fire, a 
glass of sherry and some cheese, the beaglers 
decided foxhunters were pretty good guys to 
have around. 

And what was it, we asked each other, that 
our hounds had been chasing on that wild 
hunt? We never viewed, so we'll never really 
know. Perhaps a fox or perhaps a deer. The 
only thing we know for sure is that it wasn't a 
rabbit. They don't run that fast. 

Does this sound like fun? Then give it a try. 
Unless you go beagling, you'll never catch 
our disease — beaglemania. □

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Behind the Scenes

Nowhere is the pageantry of racing more 
concentrated than in the room used to store 
racing silks. Nowhere is the racetrack more 
similar to the backstage on Broadway — the 
flurry, the tension, the work. But there re¬ 
mains a fundamental difference. A Broad¬ 
way play rehearses and then presents the 
same story with the same people. After the 
initial shakedown, a routine sets in. 
Everyone, even the stagehands, gets to 
know every line. 

Not so at the track. There, although the 
framework is the same — nine races a day — 
the cast of characters and the costumes 
change constantly . . . and not always 
smoothly. The plumage of owners is 
shucked in the brief minutes between races, 
and new plumage is put on . . . with jockeys 
changing the bright-colored silks more than 
82 times a day. 

Responsible for these changes of racing 
silks, for their accuracy and their cleanliness 
as well, is the "color man," 35-year-old 
Bruce Gill. He must have a formidable set of 
assets with which to do his job . . . including 
the brains of a computer, the unflappability 
of an ostrich and the hands of a washerwo¬ 
man. In the job for just over a year. Gill takes 


his work with equanimity which stems from 
a hereditary love of horse racing. 

Bruce grew up in Butler (Md.) where his 
father Joshua Gill has worked for Redmond 
Stewart for more than 30 years. "I've been 
around horses all my life. It's all Dad has ever 
done and when I got out of school, my 
mother said, 'Why don't you try something 
else other than horses?' Well, a friend was 
working in a factory and I got a job there. I 
worked seven days and when my paycheck 
arrived, it was $45! The same day I got my 
check, my brother Josh who was training 
horses in New York called. 'Sidney Watters 
wants someone in New York,' he said. 

" 'When?' I asked, and he answered, 'To¬ 
night.' Well, I had my little old $45 in my 
pocket, and I was a big 17 years old, so I took 
the train to New York city and got lost. Fi¬ 
nally, I found Josh and went to work for 
Sidney." 

Since then Bruce Gill has stayed in the 
horse business, and it seems he has found a

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happy place. His goal is to be an outrider, 
and he has worked toward this through a 
variety of jobs to the color room, which he 
very much likes. 

"When I first started a little more than a 
year ago," he said, "I had a hard time. I used 
to dream about the silks. I'd wake up in the 
night saying to myself, 'Now where are 
those orange with the green chevrons? Are 
they on this rack or that rack?' I'd try to 
see exactly where they were in the room. 

"Nowadays when people say to me, 'How 
do you keep an eye on all those colors?' it's 
hard to explain. I just know where they are. I 
can see in my head where every single set of 
colors is." 

Gill is talking about an inventory of 3,000 
sets of silks, with a rough value of $140,000. 
These silks are arranged by him according to 


trainer, not owner, and also arranged in 
order of frequency of use, then in order of 
color gradation. And even though Gill is well 
acquainted with his job and does not have 
anxiety dreams any more, his vigilance has 
not lessened. Luckily, if any unexpected 
problems come up — and they always do — 
the former color man (Calvin Myers) is close 
at hand, having moved up to custodian of 
the jock's room. 

"If it wasn't for Calvin, I never could have 
learned this," said Gill. "You take a green 
person and put him in here, and he's totally 
lost. I had to ask Calvin question after ques¬ 
tion." 

Two organizing factors aid in the function 
of the color room. The first is a master book 
maintained by Calvin of cutouts from old 
programs with the accurate colors of each 
owner. The book is in alphabetical order and 
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Colors continued 


then within each letter there are subdivisions 
by vowel. A quick scan of the book verifies 
the colors on the proof sheet of the day's 
races. And sometimes the colors, unknown 
by the racing secretary's office which makes 
up the entries, are added to the program by 
Calvin and Bruce Gill. 

"If they don't know the colors, we'll get the 
proof sheet and that owner will be listed as 
gray-gray. Those are our 'subs' or substitute 
colors when we don't have the right ones or 
don't know the right ones. We write in the 
correct colors and the program is then 
printed correctly." 

The second help is the arrangement of the 
silks of owners under each trainer's aegis. 
On one hanger of the "big three" can hang as 
many as ten different sets of silks. And the 
trainers who have frequent entries, who 
"run mostly around here," are on a separate 
rack from the trainers who run other places 
and infrequently visit Maryland. 

The standard practice for most owners, 
and part of their assimilated expense, is to 
keep a set or two of their own silks on de¬ 
posit, so to speak, at the Maryland tracks. 
For instance, George Strawbridge's 


Augustin Stables has four complete sets of 
colors hanging in the Bowie room. "I'll bet 
they don't even realize they're here," 
laughed Gill. "That is really one the biggest 
pains in the whole deal," continues Gill. "Of 
the 3,000 sets of colors hanging here, there 
are literally hundreds that are out of date. 
There are so many outfits that don't have 
horses any more, that have stopped racing, 
and still we have to keep their colors on 
hand. The only thing you can do is just keep 
on taking them from track to track." 

Oh yes, another qualification for the job is 
a back like a mule, for the color man must not 
only organize, prepare and present the day's 
colors but must also move them practically 
singlehandedly from track to track as the rac¬ 
ing meets move. 

"It's not so bad when the last day is a 
Saturday and then we start up in a new place 
on Monday," said Gill. "But when we stop 
on a Friday afternoon and start at the next 
track the following day, that's a killer." 

The tracks provide a rented truck and a 
driver but that is all. When the moving time 
comes, Bruce Gill buys some of his friends 
beer and they make a good-natured party 
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out of what is a tough job. "See those bar¬ 
rels?" he gestures to five giant-sized garbage 
cans in the corner. "I take all the colors down 
of the trainers who are always running, like 
Dutrow and Leatherbury and Delp, and fold 
them up in the barrels with the hangers still 
in them. The rest I take off the hangers and 
put in boxes and barrels and bags, leaving 
the hangers at the old track in the empty 
color room. We load up the barrels and boxes 
and drive to the new track and start to hang 
everything up again. And we usually don't 
get finished until one or two in the morning. 

"If we do have to move overnight, I start 
packing up usually about the sixth or 
seventh race and just hope nobody comes in 
and says, 'Can I have the colors from the 
third race because I'm going back to New 
England' . . . but it's funny. Like anything 
else, that's just when people will ask, and I 
have to say, 'There is nothing I can do. 
They're in the bottom of the barrel. What's 
your address? I'll have to mail them to 
you.' " 

So the move progresses, and when Bruce 
Gill has put the 3,000th silk on the 3,000th 
hanger and established his room in the new 


location, he is assured of roughly 40 days of 
stability — save for the daily demands. Early 
the next morning the work begins, but not 
until he has put on another hat — a Caliente. 
For first Gill gallops for Bernie Bond, getting 
on his special charge Gala Harry and several 
other horses, and then he does a rapid-fire 
change himself and turns into the color man. 

The days are long but when love of the 
work is there, time is immaterial. "I get up at 
4:30," says Gill, "and then I drive to the 
track. It is easier when we're at Timonium 
and Pimlico." Gill lives in Glyndon and in 
his spare time (imagine), he is the farm man¬ 
ager for Mrs. E. W. Nichols' Piney Grove 
Farm. "Then I gallop, do my color room 
work and get home about 7 at night. My only 
regret is that I don't spend more time with 
my family." 

Linda Gill, Bruce's wife, and his adopted 
son Billy are staunch backups to this rigorous 
life. Linda, a horsewoman herself, has a 
horse in training at Pimlico and rides Jay 
Griswold's hunters and timber horses every 
day. Their son Billy, who is 8, happily ad¬ 
justs to the demanding work schedule of his 
parents. Supportive neighbors and friends 
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Colors continued 

such as Ken Riley, proprietor of the Butler 
general merchandise store, keep an eye on 
Billy who is picked up and left at the store by 
the school bus. 

In spite of this exhilarating pace, the divi¬ 
sion between work and life does not exist. 
On a rare, miraculous Sunday afternoon 
with no plans, no races and no horses to 
gallop, the sun was shining and Linda said, 
"Let's borrow a couple of horses and go for a 
ride." 

On days other than Sundays, the routine 
is set. Preparation for the day begins when 
the proofs of the next day's races are brought 
to Gill at 3 p.m. "I look over every horse 
entered in the next day's races and make a 
mental check of where those colors might be. 
I pull them out and get them ready to put on 
the rack." 

The rack in the jock's room is a white, 
rickety-looking arrangement of slanted slats, 
with each slat representing a race, and on 
each rack, hooks for the silks of 12 horses. "I 
hang the colors on the post position hooks of 
each of the races," says Gill. "Then the valets 
pick them off the rack and give them to the 
jocks. 

"The scratches come in at 9 o'clock on the 
day of the race. At that time, I weed those 
colors out. If there are no colors for an entry 
. . . then you wait. You can check the Form 
and see where that horse is coming from, 
where he has raced last. A lot of times, the 
horse ships in, and the trainer brings the 
colors with him. 

"But if the colors are not here, then the 
horse has to go with the 'subs' — or gray- 
gray. The stewards keep a record of the use 
of the subs and if the problem happens again 
they fine the person some money." 

Other logistics which must be handled as 
well are the "go-backs." This is the term for a 
single set of silks that will be worn several 
times on a day's card. "A trainer comes in 
from New England and by some chance he 
has three horses in for the same owner on the 
same day and only one set of colors. Well, 
one horse is in the first race, and the track is 
real sloppy. The jock comes in, gets them off

real fast. I take 'em in the little laundry room 
and get to work. Up and down in the sink, in 
the soapy water, then into the centrifuge 
spinner and then into the dryer. It takes 
about 15 minutes for the complete set to be 
handled, and usually they're ready by the 
time the jock weighs in for the next race. If 
they are not ready, the jock will weigh in in 
the gray-gray and then change before going 
to the paddock. The weight of the silks 
doesn't vary more than an ounce or two. 

"I've washed the same colors as much as 
five times in one day," says Gill. Then he 
laughs. "My hands are taking a beating." 

He admits that in the summer some of the 
jocks even like to wear them wet, but "in the 
winter they don't like it too much." 

Out in the stands, the owners watch for 
their horses with excitement, many of them 
unaware of the backstage activities. For some 
owners, the colors and their reason for 
choosing them are emotional, traditional, 
bound up with family and the fruits of their 
labor. For others the racing silks which rep¬ 
resent them are nothing more than unimpor¬ 
tant tools. And for those who must keep 
track of and register the silks in Maryland, 
the history and emotion of silks has been 
lost. "If someone chooses silks that are regis¬ 
tered by The Jockey Club in New York, we 
just tell them to stick an armband on to make 
them different, and let them go," said an 
unidentified person at the Maryland Racing 
Commission. 

"The pirating of colors does go on," says 
Gill. "And you do feel awful when you see a 
set of classic colors, like ones Eddie Neloy 
used to send Mrs. Phipps' horses out in. You 
feel awful if you see that set of colors going in 
a $3,000 claimer. The fellow who takes the 
entry should catch that." 

But the hard point about color registry is 
that colors which may appear in Maryland 
are not necessarily okay in New York. The 
only colors that may safely be used from state 
to state are those registered annually or per¬ 
manently with The Jockey Club. And for the 
fellow who "just runs around here," not 
much notice or worry is paid. It's a make-do 
situation. 


But sometimes a horse that starts to "run 
around here" gets big, and the demands of 
excellence take him beyond state lines. Such 
a horse was Royal Ski, owned by Gerald 
Cheevers, the goalie for the Boston Bruins. 
John Lenzini started the horse in Maryland 
and Cheevers chose his colors. They were 
purple with a white "G Cheevers 30" on 
them (like his hockey uniform), white 
sleeves and a purple cap. When Royal Ski 
began to win and follow the big stakes, 
Cheevers had to register an entirely new set 
of colors. The Maryland ones were not ac¬ 
ceptable to The Jockey Club, which disdains 
advertising or specific logos of any type. 
Hence, the Cheevers colors as registered in 
New York were changed to "Purple, gold 
sash and 'C', gold sleeves, purple hoop, 
purple and gold cap." 

"We do not allow any advertising of a 
business or profession in any form," said 
Miss Bonadonna who is the registrar of col¬ 
ors at The Jockey Club. "And we are very 
strict here in our designs and colors. 

"But," she continued, "with racing being 
what it is, other states are inclined to be a 
little loose here and there." □

Yesterday's Headliners 

D. Eldred 
Rinehart

At his family orchard and farm 
near Hagerstown , the 73-year- 
old former racing commission 
chairman discusses his career. 

A major decision-maker in Maryland rac- 
ing for about 10 years, D. Eldred Rinehart 
looks askance at some of the policies that 
affect the industry today. 

"On the whole, the quality of racing hasn't 
improved," comments Mr. Rinehart, who 
gave up an active role in the sport in 1968 
after serving as Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion chairman under four governors. "I 
don't know who is to blame. There are too 
many racing dates and insufficient horses to 
fill programs. Many problems are related to 
these. We do not get the caliber of racing we 
used to have, generally. But there are still a 
lot of good people in racing." 

Mr. Rinehart, white-haired and gentle¬ 
manly, gives his views with a kind of mellow 
concern. At 73, he has been involved with 
bureaucracy and politics for a good part of 
his life, and he's learned not to expect easy 
answers. 

In his day he was regarded by many as a 
good commission chairman who exercised a 
steadying influence and "quietly forced 
tracks to improve conditions for horsemen 
and the public," according to one newspaper 
commentary. 


Retired now, except for the time he spends 
in a family farm and orchard business and a 
bank directorship, Mr. Rinehart feels that his 
perspective on racing hasn't changed since 
the days when he was involved in it, and 
many of his earlier goals are still valid. 

First appointed to the Maryland Racing 
Commission in 1951, Mr. Rinehart was 
elected president of the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners in 1957, an 
office he held for one year. Sweeping unifica¬ 
tion of rules and regulations was his number 
one project during the year he served as 
NASRC president. 

"In any other sport the rules were gen¬ 
erally the same from one state to another, but 
in racing all the states were different. We 
appointed a committee to study the possibil¬ 
ity of at least unifying the basic rules, and we 
pretty much achieved our goal, especially in 
the area of medication. I don't know when 
the states broke off and went their own ways 
on the subject of medication, but we did have 
them unified then. 

"Liberalized medication rules are one of 
the most serious problems in racing today. I 
believe we'll live to see the day when we're 
not so free with drugs. There are just too 
many dangers to the horse. We always felt 
you should let Mother Nature take care of the 
things medication is now being asked to do," 
he says. 

Although Mr. Rinehart disapproves of the 
increased number of racing dates, a trend he 
saw gradually take hold during his years in 
office, he is pleased with the way Maryland 
tracks have been consolidated over the last 
25 years. 

"When I was first appointed to the com¬ 
mission there were five half-mile tracks, four 
mile tracks and four harness tracks. That's 
too many. Competition brought the change. 
You can't crowd people into facilities that 
aren't proper," he remarks. "It's good to 
consolidate as much as possible." 

Mr. Rinehart is disturbed about some of 
the outside competition that racing faces 
now. 

"I feel it's wrong the way Maryland is 
spending millions to advertise the lottery," 
he says. "If it's so good why do they have to 
advertise it? You can't turn on the television 
without hearing something about the lot- 
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tery. I have no objection to the lottery itself, 
but the advertising is unfair competition 
with racing. It's unfair to a vast industry that 
contributes significantly to the economic 
well-being of the state." 

Along these lines, Mr. Rinehart believes 
there should be a moratorium on raising the 
mutuel take. "Every new racing commis¬ 
sioner, as soon as money is needed, thinks 
about increasing the take," he notes. "I think 
we've reached the saturation point. They've 
taxed the racing industry enough, especially 
considering competition with the lottery. 



The average family has only so much money 
to gamble with, and when there is competi¬ 
tion for that money one side is going to suf¬ 
fer." 

Obviously unwilling to be specific on the 
successes and failures of the racing commis¬ 
sion since his time, Mr. Rinehart does believe 
the commission could do as well — or better 
— with fewer members. 

"The increase in members from three to 
five (there are now five commissioners gov¬ 
erning flat racing and five for the harness 
tracks) was made during the first year of the 
(Governor ]. Millard) Tawes administration 


in 1959," Mr. Rinehart recalls. "I never 
agreed with it." 

Actually, Mr. Rinehart is far removed from 
the day-to-day concerns of Maryland racing 
right now. He goes to the tracks frequently, 
both to see friends and try to pick winners, 
and he plays gin rummy occasionally with a 
group of track owners and officials. But he 
and his wife Katherine spend winters in Flor¬ 
ida and a good part of their summers on the 
Chesapeake bay in their 45-foot boat. 

Mr. Rinehart has lived his whole life in the 
mountainous farming country around 
Hagerstown, Md. His contemporary-style 
home commands a majestic view of part of 
his 500 acres of orchard and farmland, an 
implicit statement on the depths of his rela¬ 
tionship to agriculture. 

"Our family has lived in this area since my 
grandfather's father came over from Ger¬ 
many," Mr. Rinehart explains. "They've 
mostly all been farmers and, of course, I was 
brought up around draft and pleasure 
horses, although I was the first in my family 
to get involved with Thoroughbreds. 

"My father died when I was 12, leaving my 
mother seven children to raise. As the sec¬ 
ond oldest son I ran the farm while my older 
brother worked in a hardware store. When I 
was 21 I married and began farming on my 
own. Eventually I branched into orcharding 
— apples and peaches mostly — and I've 
been in that business over 40 years. My son, 
John, is in business with me now and we also 
do general farming, principally beef cattle." 

Mr. Rinehart's house is flanked by those of 
his children: John, who has three daughters 
and a son; and Mary Susan Elgin, with three 
daughters. 

Involvement with racing began for Mr. 
Rinehart in the early 1940's when he was 
elected president of the Hagerstown Fair 
Association which ran a race meet at the now 
defunct Hagerstown racetrack. Construction 
of the grandstand and clubhouse at Hagers¬ 
town were Mr. Rinehart's last projects before 
his appointment to the Racing Commission 
in 1951. 

He also owned racehorses himself during 
the 1940's — a band of five or six broodmares 
and a small racing stable trained by Babe 
Saportas. None of his horses ever rose above 
the $15,000-$20,000 caliber, Mr. Rinehart 
says. He gave them up immediately after his 
appointment to the commission. 
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Rinehart continued 

"I felt, as a commissioner, racing horses, 
was a definite conflict of interest," he ex¬ 
plains. "We named the stewards and ap¬ 
proved the officials. The public should have 
no reason to question our integrity." 

Governor Theodore R. McKeldin ap¬ 
pointed Mr. Rinehart to the commission, and 
a year later made him chairman. A Republi¬ 
can, Mr. Rinehart submitted his resignation 
when Governor Tawes took office in 1959. "I 
always offered to resign immediately when a 
new governor came in," he explains. "The 
governor has a right to make his own ap¬ 
pointments." 

Although Governor Tawes asked him to 
stay on for several more months, Mr. Rine¬ 
hart was off the commission for most of the 
Tawes administration, from 1959 to 1966. 

In 1966 Governor Spiro T. Agnew (a Re¬ 
publican) reappointed him, and once again 
asked him to serve as chairman. Mr. Rine¬ 
hart then served until the fall of 1968, several 
months after Governor Marvin Mandel took 
office. 


hart became a Nixon appointee to the federal 
Renegotiation Board, a full-time job in Wash¬ 
ington. 

"That was a real challenge," he comments. 
"The job involved renegotiating government 
defense contracts — talking to businessmen 
about whether they're making excessive 
profits. In the last year I served (1975) we 
recovered $71 million." 

Whether or not he was "tough" as a racing 
commission chairman is a judgment Mr. 
Rinehart prefers to leave for others. He takes 
pride in the efforts he made to set standards 
for racing officials in Maryland, holding track 
management equally responsible with 
owners and trainers for its standards of con¬ 
duct. Ironically, some of the toughest deci¬ 
sions he remembers making were among the 
least historic, such as the times he had to 
decide if weather conditions were bad 
enough to call off a day's racing. 

"I enjoyed my time on the racing commis¬ 
sion," he concludes. "I left the sport with 
good friends and appreciation and that's 
what it's all about." □ 


A strong force in state Republican circles 
for many years, Mr. Rinehart never ran for 
elected office himself, although he was con¬ 
sidered a serious potential gubernatorial 
candidate in 1962. He was chairman of the 
Republican State Central Committee from 
1952 to 1962 and Republican National Com¬ 
mitteeman for Maryland from 1964 to 1969. 
Mr. Rinehart was also delegate to the Repub¬ 
lican National Convention in 1948, 1952, 
1956, 1960 and 1968, and was the delegation 
chairman in 1956.

Fort Devon Doing Well 

Fort Devon has fully recovered from a 
minor injury which delayed his training and 
is now pointing for England's Cheltenham 
Gold Cup to be run on March 16. 

The Maryland Hunt Cup winner has been 
in England since the fall of 1976, and, accord¬ 
ing to Daily Racing Form columnist Peter 
Scott, will be ready for a top performance in 
next month's championship event. 

Scott's observations follow: 

"The Gold Cup has long displaced the 
Grand National as steeplechasing's principal 
test of merit, although Aintree's big race re¬ 
tains the greater world fame. The Gold Cup, 
over three and a quarter miles, is at level 
weights and generally attracts a single figure 
field. The Grand National is a handicap often 
contested by more than 40 starters. 

"Fort Devon is now 12 years old and 1978 
must surely represent his final chance of a 
Gold Cup triumph. What a Myth and Silver 
Fame have been the only winners at such an 
advanced age since Cheltenham's great race 
was founded in 1924. Most of its winners are 
between 7 and 9 years old. 

"Fort Devon threw away a marvellous 
chance in last year's running when he took 
off too soon and came down four fences from 
the finish. Lanzarote II and Bannow Ram¬ 
bler, his only opponents of comparable class, 
were already out of contention. Lanzarote II 
fell and killed himself approaching halfway. 
Bannow Rambler, directly in the same path 
behind him, was brought down. 

"Although Fort Devon has won two of his 
three starts this winter his best performance 
was in defeat. He failed by only a neck to 


concede Bachelor's Hall 14 pounds in the 
Hennessey Gold Cup in November. 

"Bachelor's Hall went on to win the King 
George VI 'Chase, in which Fort Devon had 
been due to meet him at level weights. Fort 
Devon's bruised foot healed in time for him 
to resume training early in the New Year and 
on January 21 at Kempton Park he made 
mincemeat of two moderate opponents in 
the three-mile Fulwell 'Chase." 

Mrs. Obre Buys Kolymsky 

Barbara Obre, owner of Merryland Farm in 
Hydes (Md.), bought the top-priced colt out 
of the Ballydoyle Stables special auction in 
California last month, going to $400,000 to 
obtain Kolymsky, a winning 3-year-old son 
of Northern Dancer. 

Kolymsky was flown the next day to Flor¬ 
ida to join trainer Kenny Field's stable at 
Hialeah. 

Mrs. Obre reports that Kolymsky will be 
raced throughout the 1978 season and will 
eventually be retired to stud at Merryland 
Farm. 

The colt sold at Keeneland as a yearling for 
$145,000, being purchased from the Warner 
L. Jones consignment by the British 
Bloodstock Agency (Ireland). The BBA was 
agent for Vincent O'Brien, owner of Bal¬ 
lydoyle Stables. 

Kolymsky raced four times as a 2-year-old. 
He broke his maiden in Ireland's Monastere- 
van Stakes and was also twice second. His

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dam, Libro D Oro, was a winner of three 
races and $14,490. She is by Francis S. out of 
Exclusive. Exclusive is the dam of stakes 
winners Exclusive Native ($169,000), Exclu¬ 
sive Nashua ($132,000), Irvkup ($115,000) 
and Exclusive Dancer ($69,000). 

Libro D Oro has produced three foals of 
racing age, but Kolymsky is her only starter. 
Included among the three foals is a newly 
turned 2-year-old. 

Mrs. Obre's son, Michael Wettach, repre¬ 
sented his mother at the Ballydoyle auction. 
O'Brien, one of the world's most famous 
trainers, intends to sell some of his horses in 
California on an annual basis. 

Changes At Windfields 

Major changes in management and the 
marketing of its yearlings were announced 
this month by E. P. Taylor's Windfields 
Farm, Maryland division. 

Mr. Taylor's stallion division at 
Chesapeake City will still operate under the 



supervision of Joe Thomas, but under him 
will be three assistants, all with equal author¬ 
ity. The new managers are Joe Hickey, Jr., 
Gus Koch and Ben Miller. 

Hickey will be in charge of administrative 
matters; Koch will be in charge of stallions 
and the foaling program, and Miller will 
manage the broodmares and their attendant 
teasing program. 

In regards to the marketing of its yearling 
crop, Windfields has dropped the Eastern 
Fall Sale, deciding to sell only in Kentucky 
and Canada, except for one package which 
will be auctioned at the Fasig-Tipton offices 
in Elmont. Sale of yearlings at Saratoga was 
discontinued last year. 

Plans call for 12 to 15 head to be sold at the 
Keeneland Summer Sale in July and a similar 
number at the Fasig-Tipton auction in 
Lexington. About 40 head will be offered at 
the Woodbine sale in September. 

The package to be offered at the Fasig- 
Tipton office will consist of 20 head which are 
described by Hickey as being "on the lower 
end of the scale." 

Regarding Mr. Taylor's decision to with¬ 
draw from the Eastern Fall Sale, Fasig- 
Tipton's president, John Finney, said: "Mr. 
Taylor has been reducing his consignment to 
the Maryland auction for several years. His 
peak was in 1973 when his horses brought 
$425,000 — about one-third of the gross re¬ 
ceipts for the entire auction. But last year his 
horses sold for $138,500 — an average of 
$12,590. And last year (for the first time since 
1970) Windfields Farm was not the sale's No. 
1 consignor. So actually, the Windfields de¬ 
cision is far from being the disaster that some 
people think it is. We didn't have Windfields 
at Saratoga in 1977, and we still had the best 
auction in Saratoga's history." 


February, 1978 
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What's New continued 

Finney reports that the 20 yearlings to be 
packaged will be available for inspection at 
the Oshawa division of Windfields from Feb¬ 
ruary 15-28. Included in the group are 13 
fillies and seven colts by such stallions as 
King's Bishop, Right Combination, Halo, 
Briartic, Search For Gold, T. V. Commercial, 
Impressive and several others. 

"In all probability some of these 20 year¬ 
lings will still wind up in the Eastern Fall Sale 
— but as the property of their new owners, 
not Mr. Taylor," Finney added. 

About this group, Hickey says: "It is not 
economically sound for Windfields to hold 
these yearlings for another six or seven 
months and then present them at either 
Timonium or Calgary. With these lesser 
lights sold by March 1, the Windfields staff 
will be able to concentrate on the preparation 
of its Kentucky and Canadian offerings." 

Regarding the appointment of the three 
new managers, Hickey said: 

"Gus Koch was grounded in the funda¬ 
mentals at Stoner Creek Farm in Kentucky 
before a five-year stint at the Oshawa divi¬ 
sion of Windfields Farm. He will assume re¬ 
sponsibility for the stallions and the foaling 
program. He has been here in Maryland with 
his family since last November. 

"Ben Miller has been assistant manager 
(under the now retired Bob Bennett) of the 
Windfields Stallion Division since its crea¬ 
tion in 1968. He will now be in charge of the 
broodmares and the vital teasing program. 

"My own job will be to manage adminis¬ 
trative matters. My primary function will be 
with the various stallion syndicates and con¬ 
tracts. I'll be working closely with Joe 
Thomas, our vice president in charge of 
Thoroughbred operations. □ 

Correction 

Conditions for the fifth race at the Goshen

J.O. Tobin, champion Maryland-bred 3-year-old 
of the 1977 season, became a stakes winner again 
in 1978 before the New Year was 24 hours old. 
Meeting eight opponents in Santa Anita's $50,000 
Malibu Stakes on January 1, Tobin led the entire 
seven-furlong distance. He won by nearly six 
lengths with Bad 'N Big a non-threatening sec¬ 
ond. In fourth place (13 lengths behind the win¬ 
ner) was Text, 2-to-l second choice. 

Quite unexpectedly, Tobin was defeated two 
weeks later in Santa Anita's $100,000 San Fer¬ 
nando Handicap. Installed 3-to-10 favorite in that 
mile and an eighth race, he finished second to 
Text. Carrying 120 pounds (compared to 123 on 
topweighted Tobin), Text scored by two lengths 
over a slow track. In the chart for the San Fer¬ 




nando, J.O. Tobin was described as having been 
"comfortably in command on the far turn." But he 
tired badly in late stretch, giving away to Text who 
rallied strongly. 

Tobin will, of course, always be best remembered 
as the horse who handed Triple Crown winner 
Seattle Slew his only defeat. That upset occurred 
at Hollywood Park on July 3 in the $300,000 Swaps 
Stakes. 

Foaled at E. P. Taylor's Windfields Farm (because 
his dam. Hill Shade, was there to be bred in 1974 
to Northern Dancer), Tobin was sent to England 
as a yearling where he joined the stable of the 
now-retired trainer Noel Murless. The colt be¬ 
came England's 2-year-old champion (top weight 
of 133 pounds on the Tote Free Handicap) and 
was then returned to this country for the 3-year- 
old classics. He missed the Kentucky Derby (be¬ 
cause of a cough which delayed his training) but 
did make the Preakness, finishing fifth to Seattle 
Slew. He was returned to California after the 
Maryland race by his 1977 trainer Johnny Adams. 
After two winning races at Hollywood Park, 
Tobin again flew east, aiming for the $150,000 
Woodward Handicap. After a disappointing fifth 
in that Belmont Park event, the colt was retired for 
the year. Two changes were made for the 1978 
season. Laz Barrera succeeded Adams as trainer, 
and Steve Cauthen replaced Bill Shoemaker as 
rider.

Run Em Up has the distinction of being owned, 
trained and bred by the same man — Raymond E. 
Vogelman, Jr. The 57-year-old former airline (and 
World War II) navigator leases the Spring Valley 
Farm in Stevenson where he stands his own stal¬ 
lion, Count Brook — the sire of Run Em Up.

Vogelman, bom and raised in South Baltimore, 
lives in an apartment over one of his barns at 
Spring Valley.

Call the King is another highly successful runner 
bred by Glade Valley Farms, owned by Gertrude 
Leviton and trained by Bernie Bond. But this one 
is unusual in that "Gala" isn't a part of his name. 
That omission wasn't an oversight, explains Mrs. 
Leviton's husband, Leonard.^ "Fact is," says Mr. 
Leviton, "we bought him from Glade Valley after 
he was already named." Gala is an acronym de¬ 
rived from the first letter of the names of Ger¬ 
trude, Ann (Mrs. Leviton's daughter), Leonard 
(Mrs. Leviton's husband) and Adam (Mrs. Levi¬ 
ton's son-in-law). Although Mr. and Mrs. Leviton 
were partners in the Green Lantern Stable 
(trained by Buddy Delp), the "gala" horses were 
the first to run in Mrs. Leviton's colors. 


It wasn't Until September that Call the King made 
his debut. He finished second in his first three 
races, then won by eight at Laurel in maiden spe¬ 
cial weight company. Coming right back to cap¬ 
ture a nonwinners of two. Call the King finished 
seventh in his next start, the rich Maryland Futu¬ 
rity. That was the only time he was out of the 
money during his 2-year-old season. In the Hea¬ 
gerty Stakes the newly turned 3-year-old led from 
start to finish, posting a $17 mutuel while scoring 
by a length and a half over Quiet Jay. Ten Ten was 
third as 2-to-5 favorite. Two weeks later Call the 
King gained his second stakes triumph. Meeting 
six opponents in Keystone's Philmont Stakes, he 
got up to win by a nose from Berlin's Burning. A1 
Battah was a close third. Slight favorite in the race 
was Ten Ten who finished sixth. 

Bond, trainer of the colt, was not on hand to see 
the Keystone triumph. He was, instead, at Bowie 
where he saddled Gala Harry in the Goss L. 
Stryker Handicap. Gala Harry (also owned by the 
Levitons and bred by Mrs. Robert A. Leonard) 
was a punctual winner as heavy favorite. It was 
the first time the Levitons had ever won two 
stakes on a single day. Like their trainer, they 
witnessed the triumph of Gala Harry. 





the granddam of Run Em Up. Hoosier Honey, a 
foal of 1954, won two stakes (Firenze Handicap 
and Gallorette Stakes) and retired with earnings 
of $94,688. Like most owners of stakes winning 
mares, Mr. Vogelman eagerly anticipated the ar¬ 
rival of Hoosier Honey's foals. He sent her first to 
Virginia to be bred to First Landing. The resulting 
foal was Spring, a filly who failed to win in 29 
starts. The mare's second foal was Many Points, a 
daughter of Rejected. Many Points was retired 



unraced. Hoosier Honey was to produce six more 
foals. None was successful on the tracks. Her 
biggest money winner was Hoosier Bunny (by 
Rambunctious) who earned $12,917. 

Many Points, a foal of 1965, has produced four 
foals, all winners. Her first was Tilghmans Isle 
($25,375), followed by Ring Em Up ($29,206) and 
Count Em Up ($37,969). The fourth foal was, of 
course. Run Em Up. All were sired by Count 
Brook. 

In Bowie's Free State Stakes, Run Em Up per¬ 
formed as the longest priced member of the five- 
horse field. She dueled with Danger Bearing (the 
odds-on favorite) from start to finish, prevailing 
by three-quarters of a length. Run Em Up, 112 
pounds, was in receipt of nine pounds from 
Danger Bearing. Three times risked in claiming 
races. Run Em Up had run for tags of $14,500, 
$16,500 and $25,000. In her only previous stakes 
effort she finished ninth to Danger Bearing in 
Laurel's Cameo.

which "is a name I sort of picked out of the hat — I 
guess because my father used to love to play 
dominoes." Mr. Streit has owned horses for more 
than 40 years and, along with his wife Ruth, was 
the breeder of both Wise Philip and his dam, 
Ruth's Nanette. The dam of Ruth's Nanette is 
Dear Ruth whom Mr. Streit purchased as a year¬ 
ling in 1959. 


Wise Philip (named for Mr. Streit's 5-year-old 
grandson, Philip Yagoda) is one of four stakes 
winners sired by the Stymie Manor stallion Wise 
Exchange. Unraced at 2, the gelding won Aque¬ 
duct's $50,000 Discovery Handicap at 3 but last 
year failed to gain a stakes victory while compet¬ 
ing mostly in New York against the nation's best 
handicappers (including Forego). 


Last month in the Aqueduct Handicap, Wise 
Philip put it all together for a six-length triumph 
over Gallivantor. Carrying 117 pounds. Wise 
Philip was installed an ll-to-10 favorite. He won 
with ease in 1.43 4 /s — four-fifths of a second 
slower than the track record. 


Ruth's Nanette (owned now by Stymie Manor's 
manager Bill Albright and in foal to Wise Ex¬ 
change) was a sub-standard race horse, failing to 
earn a dollar in eight starts. She is, however, a 
half-sister to Long Island Handicap winner Ruth's 
Rullah, also bred by Mr. Streit. In addition to his 
brother Irving, Mr. Streit has several other close 
relatives in the horse business. His son-in-law 
Stanley Yagoda owns the stakes winner All Nine 
Yards and his great nephew (i.e. Irving Streit's 
grandson) is Mel Gross, trainer of On The Sly.

When Gala Harry won the Goss L. Stryker 
Handicap on January 28, the victory marked his 
fifth consecutive win and his third straight stakes 
score. Considering that the Gertrude Leviton col- 
















orbearer had run for an $18,500 claiming price in 
October, the three stakes victories were quite re¬ 
markable. 

Gala Harry ("Gala" is an acronym used by Mrs. 
Leviton on most of her stable; "Harry" honors 
Mrs. Leviton's deceased father) is a half-brother 
to Rollicking. He was sold by his breeder, Mrs. 
Robert A. Leonard, to Mrs. Leviton as a 2-year- 
old. In his second start he was badly roughed and 
came out of the race with a fractured cannon bone. 
A screw (which he still carries) was inserted at the 
New Bolton Veterinary Center. Rested for nine 
months. Gala Harry returned to action in June of 
his 3-year-old season. Three times risked in claim¬ 
ing races, the big, long-striding colt didn't ap¬ 
proach top form until last November. He hasn't 
been defeated since running second to Resound 
in Laurel's Constellation Handicap on November 
26. 

Closing out the year with a win in Laurel's Walter 
Haight Handicap (December 31), Gala Harry 
came back three weeks later to win the Bowie 
Handicap over Presto Presto. In that race Gala 
Harry carried 114, compared to 115 on Presto 
Presto and 120 on the third-place finisher Do The 
Bump. The Bowie Handicap was run over a 
sloppy track, the Bernie Bond-trained winner reg¬ 
istering by nearly three lengths. For the Stryker 
Handicap (January 28), Gala Harry picked up six 
pounds. This time the track was frozen and ex¬ 
tremely hard. Gala Harry again won with Presto 
Presto second (120 pounds to 115 on the runner- 
up) and Westering Home (the longest-priced 
horse in the race) a reasonably close third.

after flashing good early speed for three furlongs. 
It was trainer Bobby Wingfield who made the 
deal, having been told that No No was a colt with 
a future by Louisville bloodstock agent Mike 
McGee. Says Wingfield: "He's well-bred enough, 
but he is a gelding, and when I bought him he had 
lost his only start. So the price wasn't out of 
sight." Shipped immediately to California, No No 
won his next start against maidens at Del Mar. His 
margin was nearly four lengths and his time was a 
most creditable l:09 3 /s. No No's next race was the 
Del Mar Futurity in which he finished seventh. 
The gelding concluded his 2-year-old season with 
a neck win in a non-winners of two at Del Mar. 


In the Los Feliz, No No posted a $34 mutuel. 
Scoring by two lengths in the six-furlong test, he 
equaled the stakes record by zipping the distance 
in l:08 3 /5. Fractions over the lightning fast strip 
were 21 2 /s, 43 3 /s and 55 4 /s. 


The Stryker marked the fifth consecutive stake 
won by Mrs. Leviton who lives in Atlantic City. 
Her husband, Leonard, is a beer distributor who 
first got into racing as a partner in the Green 
Lantern Stable trained by Buddy Delp. On the 
same day that Gala Harry won the Stryker at 
Bowie, Mrs. Leviton's Call the King won Key¬ 
stone's Philmont Stakes. Both are trained by Ber¬ 
nie Bond. 

The Levitons have purchased a total of seven 
horses from Glade Valley in the past several 
years. The best was Spring Double's daughter 
Gala Lil who earned over $350,000 for the Levi¬ 
tons and was then sold as a broodmare prospect 
for $325,000 last fall at Keeneland. Others bought 
by the Levitons from Glade Valley include Gala 
Double, Gala Occasion, Gala Ann, Call The King 
(bred by Glade Valley and actually purchased 
from Mrs. Robert A. Leonard) and Gala Skipper. 


Cuba Bound, dam of No No, raced two seasons, 
making eight starts and winning once. She retired 
with earnings of $3,575. No No is her third foal, 
the older two being Rumancoke ($59,700) and 
Missile Crisis ($16,500). Cuba Bound also has a 
2-year-old filly by King's Bishop and a yearling 
filly by Impressive. She is currently in foal to T. V. 
Commercial.

Obituaries 


E. Roy Shilling, Sr. 

E. Roy Shilling, Sr., the man who trained 
and cared for Billy Barton during most of his 
life, died last month at his home in Elkridge. 
Mr. Shilling was 84. 

Mrs. Howard Bruce, 85-year-old widow of 
the man who owned Billy Barton, died only a 
month before Mr. Shilling. 

Retired since 1962, Mr. Shilling had 
worked for nearly 40 years at the Bruces' 
Belmont Farm in Elkridge. Although most of 
the horses he trained at the farm later raced 
under other trainers, Mr. Shilling did handle 
Billy Barton, taking him to the Grand Na¬ 
tional in Aintree in 1928. Billy Barton, winner 
of the 1926 Maryland Hunt Cup, fell while 
leading at the final fence in the Grand Na¬ 
tional. He was remounted and finished sec¬ 
ond. 

Major John Lynch 

Major John Lynch, director of the Morven 
Park International Equestrian Institute in 
Leesburg, Virginia, was instantly killed last 
month when the car he was driving was 
struck by a well-drilling truck about two 
miles north of Leesburg. He is survived by 
his wife and daughter, living in England, 
and by his son Peter Lynch, living in Canada. 

Major Lynch served as chief instructor of 
the British Army Equitation School at 
Weedon, England 1940-41, and chief in¬ 
structor, British Army of the Rhine 1946-50. 
He also had great success as a rider, winning 
the Prince of Wales Cup twice at the Royal 
Tournament, Olympia. He had been coach 
and trainer to British, Irish and U.S. Olympic 
Teams, in 1968 coaching the U.S. Three Day 
Team which won the Team Silver Medal and 
the Bronze Individual Medal (Michael Page 
on Foster) at the Mexico Olympic Games. 

When the Morven Park Equestrian Insti¬ 
tute was opened in 1968 (for the purpose of 
training instructors in riding and the eques¬ 
trian arts). Major Lynch joined the faculty as 
chief instructor. He became the institute's 
director in 1969. Since then over 300 students 
have been graduated, most of them now 
serving in the educational field.

Year after year at the annual awards lun¬ 
cheon of the United States Combined Train¬ 
ing Association, one name dominates the 
program. And last month's awards luncheon 
in Boston was no exception. Again it was J. 
Michael Plumb — America's finest rider and 
one of the three best 3-Day riders in the 
world! 

Every fourth year for the past 22 years, 
Mike has represented the USA in Olympic 
competition. His Olympics include the com¬ 
petitions in Rome, Tokyo, Mexico, Munich 
and Montreal. To the best of my knowledge, 
no rider anywhere in the world can equal 
that record. 

In the Olympics he has earned one team 
gold medal (Montreal, 1976) as well as an 
individual silver medal in that same competi¬ 
tion. He has also collected three other team 
gold medals (Pan American Games, 1963 
and 1967; and the World Championships, 
1974), an individual gold (Pan American 
Games, 1967), an individual silver (World 
Championships, 1974) and three other team 
silver medals. 

Nine times in the last 12 years, Mike has 
won the USCTA award as this country's 
leading 3-Day rider. 

At last month's awards luncheon, he was 
busy collecting more honors. 

He was leading rider in Areas I and II (New 
England and the Middle Atlantic states). In 
both of those areas. Plumb's best mount was 
honored — Mr. and Mrs. Ronald Marra's 
Laurenson in Area I and Mrs. R. N. 
Whitehurst's Laser in Area II — as the area's 
top performer. Additionally, Laurenson was 
named 3-Day horse of the year. 

Were Mike Plumb and Laurenson a win¬ 
ning team from the start? 

"No, no," answers the Chesapeake City 
horseman. "At the beginning, we got along 
very badly." 

And to confirm that statement, he cited a 
recent article in the USCTA News which told 
how Mrs. Marra purchased the horse from 
the Australian team after the Montreal 
Olympics (in which he placed fifth) and then 
asked Mike to give him a try. 

The newsletter article quotes Plumb as say¬ 
ing: "After I decided that I had better strug¬ 
gle up on him (Mike was suffering from a

pulled muscle), I really got a shock! What I 
found out was that I couldn't ride one side of 
him. I thought, I like this horse. He is a really 
good jumper, but good God, I can't ride 
him!" 

A period of adjustment followed, and it 
wasn't an easy time for Mike. 

"We just didn't hit it off," said Plumb. 
"He's a tough horse and didn't like being 
told what to do. He resented me. At first on 
cross-country when I would see my distance 
and ask him to lengthen his stride, he'd 
shorten it and get his own distance — just as 
neat as a pin and just as if I weren't in the 
saddle telling him to do the opposite. 

"I thought, wow. I'm some rider. I go to 
make a big move and my horse just spits at 
me." 

This lack of harmony led to some falls at 
Blue Ridge. 

Learning a lesson from the Blue Ridge 
fiasco, Mike went home vowing to do some 
"rethinking." The "rethinking" paid off 
handsomely. For the rest of the year the two 
opinionated athletes learned to respect each 
other and to cooperate. "It's been a com¬ 
promise," reflects Mike. "We've gotten to 
know each other. I've given in a little and so 
has he." 

Plumb's Area II champion was Laser who 
was moving up into the Intermediate Divi¬ 
sion. 

With Laser he won the USA Intermediate 
Championship at Radnor. 

And another of Mike's mounts was his 
1976 Olympic horse. Better and Better. 

Rested the first half of 1977 (because of 
mental exhaustion following the Montreal 
Olympics), Better and Better debuted at the 
Chesterlands event in late summer, looking 
none the worse for wear. He finished fourth 
behind Laurenson, Irish Cap and Golden 
Griffin (the latter pair both ridden by Bruce 
Davidson). 

Aiming for the year's biggest competition 
at Ledyard, Better and Better rapidly re¬ 
gained top form. Amazingly, at Ledyard he 
carried Mike to a second-place finish, being 
beaten only by his stablemate Laurenson 
who was, of course, also ridden by Mike 
Plumb. 


Never in the history of eventing had a 
one-two finish in such a prestigious contest 
previously occurred. 

For Mike his most amusing ride in 1977 
was during the dressage competition at the 
renowned Devon show. 

Competing against serious, proper dres¬ 
sage riders in complicated maneuvers at the 
highest levels, he entered the pas de deux class 
incognito.

Mike rode the class with his 
wife, Donnan. The only thing unusual about 
the combination was that both were riding 
side-saddle, both wearing top hats, veils, 
chignons and skirts. 

Raucous guffaws and thousands of giggles 
came from the spectators. How Mike and 
Donnan kept their dignity is beyond com¬ 
prehension. 

The ride didn't win them any trophies, but 
it did confirm the charm of the champion and 
his wife. Pompous they are not. Class they 
are. If you don't love them both, it's got to be 
because you don't know them. □

30 Years Ago This Month 

The Maryland Horse 

Reported... 


► Shown on the cover was huntsman Les 
Grimes leading the Green Spring Valley 
pack "toward a midwinter meet," with Fife 
Symington and an unidentified rider follow¬ 
ing. The caption states, "Recent bitter 
weather has slowed, but not halted, Mary¬ 
land foxhunting." 

► Late news as the issue was going to press 
concerned "radical changes in the 1948 rac¬ 
ing schedule for Maryland . . . due to a woe¬ 
ful conflict with the schedule announced by 
the New Jersey tracks." The adjustment of 
racing days included moving Bowie's meet 
ahead and splitting Havre de Grace's meet¬ 
ing into two parts "with the oddity that 
Mondays and Tuesdays during the last two 
weeks (of the first section) will be dark." 
Havre de Grace's spring meet totaled 14 
days; its summer meet totaled 11 days. Pim¬ 
lico's racing dates were designated from May 
3-15, or 13 days. Bowie was allotted March 
29 to April 10, or 13 days. 

► A lively feature on riding programs in 
Maryland schools looked at Oldfields, 
Greenwood, McDonogh, Garrison Forest, 
Hood College and the Maryland College For 
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Women. "Riding instructors, of varied train¬ 
ing and experience, are on hand at all these 
classes, and they differ in both their methods 
and in the facets of horsemanship which 
they emphasize ..." The instructress at 
Oldfields, Mrs. Violet Sweetser Hackett, 
"has more than half of the school getting in a 
few hours of instruction each week." Her 
aim, according to the story, was "to have as 
many girls competent to go hunting as pos¬ 
sible." At McDonogh, there was a different 
focus to the program. Willis Lynch, head of 
the riding program there since 1932, placed 
his emphasis on "riding for pleasure." Ac¬ 
cording to the story, "the boys haven't time 
to do the saddling or bridling themselves, or 
to go in for the finer points of equitation. 
They learn to stay on, to handle their horses 
competently on the trails and in open coun¬ 
try, and to enjoy riding; then if they choose 
to go into it in a big way, they get into the 
cavalry or the show group . . . " At Garrison 
Forest, where the teachers were Mrs. Ed- 

D. Sterett Gittings, who had died in January 
at 87, was shown presenting Jerry Kilby 
with the horsemanship award named for him. 
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ward B. Whitman ("Mrs. Whit") and her as¬ 
sistants, the Misses Ethel Hoffman and Vera 
Hoelzer, the aim was to be admitted to the 
Riding Club, a rigorous feat. To gain admis¬ 
sion to the club, a long written exam and 
horsemanship and stable tests had to be 
passed: "... a rider must not only ride 
bareback, jump in boggy going, figure-eight, 
ride and lead, but also show that she can tack 
up, plait a mane, bandage legs, groom, muck 
out, longe and clean tack." 

► An analysis of Maryland sire statistics re¬ 
vealed that "of 63 stallions reported to the 
Maryland Horse Breeders . . . only 35 had 
produce to race last year ..." The story 
continued, "as there are 750 Thoroughbred 
mares domiciled on local farms, with 
perhaps a hundred or so coming in from out 
of state for service ... a good many stallions 
will have extremely light books. If six or eight 
horses cover 30 or 40 mares apiece, not many 
are left to be divided among the remainder." 
The leading sire remained ^Challenger II 
who, "as usual, far outdistances his nearest 
rival. Discovery, and the aging Jack High." 

► "Great Sportsman Passes" was the head¬ 
line for the obituary of David Sterett Git- 
tings. Leaving a gap "That will not easily — if 



ever — be filled," his lifelong involvement 
with Maryland people and Maryland horses 
is described. A founder of the Association of 
Maryland Horse Shows in 1928, Mr. Gittings 
served as its president until ill health forced 
his retirement in 1944. He was also a charter 
member of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association and a frequent and witty con¬ 
tributor to The Maryland Horse magazine. 
"The oldest director of the Maryland Jockey 
Club, having served on the board since the 
First Worid War days, Mr. Gittings was hon¬ 
ored in 1938 when Pimlico named an impor¬ 
tant spring stake for him. The Gittings 
Handicap was the first race ever named here 
for a living person." 

► Don Reed's feature titled "The Racing 
Scene" reported two appointments of Mary¬ 
land horsemen to important positions in the 
racing world. The first was the naming of S. 
Bryce Wing as president of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association. "Cer¬ 
tainly Maryland will not suffer from Wing's 
election," Reed wrote, "for it is only natural 
that members of the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association will want to race 
where their leaders are located and thus the 
brand of jumping sport at both Pimlico and 
Laurel may be brought to a higher level 
through Wing's influence." The other per¬ 
son honored was Alfred G. Vanderbilt who 
was chosen to be a steward of The Jockey 
Club. Reed wrote, "What probably will im¬ 
press Marylanders most in the appointment 
is that Vanderbilt is a young man and gen¬ 
erally regarded as progressive in matters per¬ 
taining to the sport.

A Wishy-Washy Editorial 

Truth is that I can't form a strong, honest opinion about the several disputes now 
taking place within Maryland's racing industry. 

Take the Bob Banning matter. The Boards of both the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association and the Horsemen's Benevolent and Protective Association unanimously 
voted to oppose his confirmation as chairman of the Thoroughbred Board of the 
Maryland Racing Commission. What do I think? Very wishy-washy opinion. He 
shouldn't have been appointed because he knew nothing about racing. He has made several costly 
errors since getting the job. But he has worked hard. He could turn out all right. And he could be a 
disaster. 

Then there's John Perry. Like Banning, he shouldn't have been appointed in the first 
place. He got the job as an associate steward on a power play, and he lost it when the Maryland 
Racing Commission finally became aware of a 10-year-old offense which should have been checked 
out before he was appointed. His life may not be ruined. But it hasn't been improved, either. 

There's also the Jesse Davidson case, and the mysterious delay by lobbyist Jim 
Doyle in the introduction of the industry's House Bill 1524 until February 16. Davidson 
was turned down for a jockey's andlor an exercise boy's license on a 3-2 commission vote. Doyle, 
reportedly the best lobbyist in Annapolis, was supposed to haveH.B. 1524 introduced in January. 
What was he waiting for? 

A good editorial writer ought to have positive opinions. I don't. 

My only advice to everybody is to calm down. We're not going to win anything by 
fighting each other.
